It'g Hard to Keep Cool 


Editorial - BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
To urge the contenders for na­ 
tional office to avoid extremes of 
campaign oratory may be to ask 
politicians not to be politicians. 
Nevertheless, such cautioning is 
an effort that sideline observers 
must undertake in the interest of 
promoting balance and reasonable­ 
ness in our political life. 
No one who has the faintest no­ 
tion what it is like in the inner 
councils of a candidate’s entour­ 
age can imagine that it is easy to 
resist the push toward extremes 
pf utterance. 
The candidates, especially when 
they are traveling about on a frant­ 
ic schedule 
and toiling 
almost 
from sun-up to midnight, live in 
a kind of half-world which makes 
reality hard to cling to. 
They have few moments of pri­ 
vacy when 
they can take real 
thought. They are bombarded with 
a thousand pressures from every 
tide. 
“ Don’t say this here. . . . 
You must make a statement on 
that topic or we’ll lose this state. 
. . . Please, whatever you do, don’t 
mention that fellow’s name here. 
. . . If we don’t have a flat state­ 
ment on the 
war 
issue, we’re 
lunk ” 
A look at the history of cam­ 
paigns shows that nominees for 
the presidency, for whom all these 
pressures 
are compounded, 
not 
only say many things they should 
not say but often say things they 
do not need to. 
The record indicates that a nom­ 
inee’s dose 
advisers 
frequently 
make bad guesses as to the tight­ 
ness of the race. Consequently they 
push their man into statements 
they believe will help him gain the 
decisive edge. 
An example, recently recalled by 
Frank Freidel, 
Harvard history 
professor, in the third volume of 
his excellent biography of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, can be taken from 
the latter’s 1940 campaign against 
Wendell L. Willkie. 
We were in the shadow' of the 
European war, trying hard to stay 
out. With the future so unpredict­ 
able, 
responsible 
statemanship 
should not have included any de­ 
claration so flat as “our boys will 
not be sent to fight on foreign 
shores.” 
Yet Mr. Roosevelt was persuad 
ad to make that statement, his ad­ 
visers convincing him it was ne 
cessary to win the election. 
Not long after, Mr. Roosevelt 
rolled up 25 million votes to Will* 
kie’s 22 million. Those around the 
president conceded if they’d had 
any idea that margin would pre­ 
vail they never would have coun- 
aeled him to make the statement. 
By the same token, in 1952 Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower was told to de­ 
lete a complimentary reference to 
Gen. George C. Marshall in a Wis­ 
consin speech, on the theory this 
would unwisely inflame right-wing 
Republicans — including Senator 
McCarthy—who had made harsh 
charges against Marshall. 
As it turned out, Mr. Eisenhow 
er’s victory was of such mam­ 
moth proportions that he heed not 
have worried. 
And in Wisconsin 
his margin of 357,000 votes was 
more than 200,000 greater than Mc­ 
Carthy’s. 
It might be a good idea if all 
presidential candidates were to in- 
list on a “quiet time’’ even on the 
most hectic days, when they could 
take calm thought and resolve to 
retreat at least five paces from 
all the extremes urged on them 
during the day.

Tragedy Of J o r d a n River 
“TVA” Canal Is That Leba­ 
non, 
Syria, 
Jordan 
Won’! 
Agree To It; An AM To Both 
Israelis 
And 
Arabs, 
Latter 
Woald Rather Hart Than Help 
Themselves. 
SYRIA—ISRAELI BORDER. — 
Two Syrian border guards stood 
silhouetted against the sky on the 
'Ihill just beyond us. 
They looked 
down, across the ravine where the 
Jordan river came tumbling down 
from Syria across Israel and on 
toward the Sea of Galilee. 
It had been tumbling down that 
ravine since David crossed It to 
escape the attack of his son Absa­ 
lom, since Jacob’s daughter look­ 
ed for her brother Joseph when 
his brothers sold him into slavery 
in Egypt, and since John the Bap­ 
tist immersed his converts in its 
restless waters. 
Obvious apparently to the part 
it had played in history, the river 
Jordan paid no attention to the 
two Syrian guards on the hilltop, 
nor to our own group which listen­ 
ed to Dr. Paul Doron, chief irri­ 
gation 
engineer 
for the Jordan 
valley project, tell of his plans to 
harness the turbulent river below. 
That was why the two Syrian 
sentries were suspicious. On pre­ 
vious occasions they have shot at 
Israeli engineers as they pushed 
work on a half-mile canal connect­ 
ing a 90-mile irrigation ditch with 
the Jordan. 
The sentries 
did not fire 
this 
time, however, 
perhaps because 
two 
jeeploads of Israeli 
troops 
were with us; or perhaps because 
Israel has now stopped work on 
the connecting link of the Jordan 
canal in deference to a request 
from the United Nations. Along­ 
side us was rusting machinery, 
mute testimony that work on this 
end of the canal had stopped. 


ISRAEL’S PRESSURE COOKER 
Work on the rest of the 90-mile 
stretch of canal and concrete pipe, 
however, has not stopped. 
It ex­ 
tends down, all the way through 
Galilee, through Judea and the 
Sharon to the deserts of the Neg­ 
ev, over which I drove en route 
to the Dead Sea. 
There, water 
carried from the Syrian border in 
the north almost to the Egyptian 
border in the south should make 
the desert bloom Uke a rose. 
The reason the rest of the Jor 
dan river project is being pushed 
is because of the intense pressure 
or. the Israeli government to feed 
its present population and take in 
more population to fulfill the cen­ 
turies-old 
dream 
of a national 
Jewish home. 
“ Israel is not a melting pot, it's 
a pressure-cooker,” explained Ja ­ 
cob Herzog, son of the chief rabbi 
o' Israel. 
“We have absorbed all 
the 
Jews 
of Iraq. 60,000 
Jews 
from Yemen, 350,000 Jews from 
the Arab countries. 
We have 70 
nationalities to absorb, and there 
are 
more to come. 
We have to 
support them and feed them if we 
are to fulfill our pledge to man­ 
kind.” 
To feed them requires crops; 
and crops require water; and wat­ 
er requires irrigation. That is the 
reason for the two suspicious Sy­ 
rian sentries who watched us from 
across the Jordan. 


ARAB HATRED 
The tragedy is that the so-called 
TVA for the Jordan vaUey would 
benefit the Arab countries of Leb­ 
anon, Syria and Jordan just as 
much as it would benefit Israel. 
But, despite the patient, 
pains­ 
taking diplomacy 
of Erie John­ 
ston, the Arab countries have not 
agreed. 
They have not agreed chiefly 


because they don’t want to help 
Israel. 
They would rather hurt 
I than help themselves, and there­ 
in lies the biggest roadblock 
In 
! the path of peace for the Near 
East. 
. 
Most people don’t realize it but 
there are 180,000 Arabs living in 
Israel. 
This is snout the same 
proportion as the Negro 
popula­ 
tion in the U. S. A . Thia doe* not 
include 
the Arab refugees 
who 
live outside Israel, but the Arab 
population which did not escape 
and chose to ‘ake a chance on get­ 
ting along with the Jews. 
One of the largest of these Arab 
settlements is in the ancient city 
of 
Acre, 
which the Crusaders 
conquered in their long campaign 
to take Jerusalem from the Moi* 
lems, but which Napoleon did not 
conquer in his quest to turn the 
•Mediterranean into a French lake. 
The Kadi of Acre is Sheik Mous- 
sa Tabori, a tall, handsome Mos­ 
lem, whom I interviewed in his 
office next to the mosque of Vas­ 
sar Pasha. 
“I am Intrusted with presiding 
over 
the Moslem 
courts,” 
the 
Kadi explained. 
“Since the Arab 
population has different marriage 
and divorce laws, the Israeli gov­ 
ernment 
has given 
us sepgrate 
courts for 
these domestic 
mkt 
ters.” 
“What are the relations between 
the Arabs and the Jews?” I aik 
ed. 
“ Excellent; we get along very 
well 
together,” 
was the reply. 
“ We 
have complete 
freedom of 
worship and we also have Moslem 
schools. 
They are operated by 
the Israeli government, of course, 
but in them, the children 
study 
Arabic, Hebrew and English ” 
Outside and across the 
court­ 
yard came the chant of the Mos­ 
lem Hodja calling 
the Arabs of 
Acre to the mosque for prayer. A 
row of shoes outside the moique 


showed how many hid responded. 
JE WISH-AR AB PARTNERS 
Down at the waterfront I talked 
to Abdul El Saadi, an Arab (Uh- 
erman, 
and his partner, 
Shaul 
Khrasnasky, 
a 
Jaw. 
Together 
they operate a fleet of small fish­ 
ing boats off the Israeii-Lebanon 
coast. 
“Sixty por cent of our 
fisher­ 
men ere Arabs, 40 per cent are 
Jews,” explained Abdul. 
"Some 
of the Arabs 
escaped to 
Leba­ 
non during the war of 1948, but 
when they saw that Arabs wert 
not mistreated here, 
they cam« 
back.” 
Abdul has two wives, nine sons 
and two daughters, and was in­ 
terested in the fishing prowess of 
President Eisenhower, though hi 
was 
anvious of reports that the 
American 
President 
had truck­ 
loads of trout dumped into moun­ 
tain streama just before he fish­ 
ed. 
Those are the amicable 
rela­ 
tions between Jews and Arabs in­ 
side 
Israel. 
There 
are 
seven 
Arabs elected to the Israeli parlia­ 
ment in Jerusalem, which is three 
times as many Jews as there a rt 
in the U. S. Senate. But most of 
the Arabs live outside Israel, and 
it’s the Arabs in neighboring Jor­ 
dan, 
Lebanon 
and 
Syria, 
and 
above all Egypt, 
who must 
be 
converted to living in peace with 
Israel. 
So far that is a long way from 
accomplishment; and that is the 
greatest problem of Israel.

LONDON <U.R> — The Big Three 
decided today to put off formation 
of a Suez users association for “IO 
days or two weeks” until balky 'gov­ 
ernments can study the latest pro­ 
posals for its organization. 
A high Western source said the 
18-nation London conference is ex­ 
pected to end Friday with adoption 
of a “draft resolution or charter” 
which delegates will take back to 
their governments for fjinal deci­ 
sions. 
The source said it might take 
two weeks to get th# association 
in business after approval by the 
various governments and it would 
be the middle of October before 
the plan could go into effect. Of­ 
ficials believed Egyptian operation 
of the canal might run into .trou­ 
ble by then. 
Legal and technical expert# went 
to work today on the terms of the 
charter. 
Their assignment was to 
frame a compromise on the original 
association plan to make it accept­ 
able to the neutral nations 


The committee of experts was 
formed at this morning’s session. 
At the afternoon session the ex­ 
perts reported back to the full con­ 
ference on the work they had done. 
Foreign ministers of the 18 nations 
waited nearly half an hour for the 
committee session to wind up. 
Western sources reported agree­ 
ment among most of the nations 
that a users association should be 
set up.

official said replies 
should com# back from the con­ 
ference nations “in IO days or two 
weeks” although no deadline was 
set immediately. 
Then the association would be 
established, probably with a ship­ 
ping chief, a watchdog board of 
governors and an operating section 
of pilots, traffic coordinators and 
planners.
